London, Jane 8. — A special correspon- 
dent of the Daily News who went to 
Tiroaspol, RtiBsia (about 70 miles north 
west of OJeasa), ta inquire into tlie caEe 
of the self-iinmolatioa of a number of 
pereons belonging to the religious sect 
known as the'Baskolniki, saya he learns 
that Feodore Kovaleff, on whoae prem- 
ises the bodies of eight of the fifteen vic- 
tims were found, inclntllng those of Ivo- 
VHlefr'a wife and two children, will pro- 
Ijiibly not be indicted for the part he took 
in bringing about the deaths of these 
victims. After a formal inquiry ia made 
into liie mental condition he will, in all 
likelihood, beconfineu in a monastery. 

The magistrates wlio are examining 
into the matter are convinced thai 
KcvalefTis wholly sincere in all that he 
does, and that he is absolutely iincon- 
Bcious of having committed a criiue in 
having buried six persona alive and 
walled up nine others in the cellara of 
his house. The prisoner belonfa to an 
ultra-fanatical branch of the Raskolniki, 
called fhe Eeguni. So rigorously ex- 
clusive are the uaembera of this branch 
that they will not eat or drink from the 
same utensils used by relatives who have 
married ordinary members of tbe Ras- 
kolniki. . They will nob worship in 
oburcbes or buildings, used by others, 
but biily in caveaand^cellars, which are 
usually flltby beyond 'description. Their 
Bervices are conducted in closely guarded 
secrecy. 

One of the chief perEonnlitiea of the 
drama enacted iit, Ternofka, near Tireas- 
pol, was a wom.in called Vitalie, who 
was a prophet, priest and preacher. She 
was the daughter of respectable, well-Lo- 
do parents, and was fairly well educat- 
ed. .She entered an orthodox convent 
in her youth, but later joined the Ras- 
kolniki. Some time ago she suddenly 
vanished, and was not lieard of untilher 
body was exhumed at Tetnoika. At the 
time.'of her self^mmolatioji she was forty 
years old. She was of aacetic, com- 
manding figure and was possessed of 
persuasive elo'iuence. She had great 
power among ttie peasantry, who formed 
iier chief audiences. An instance of fier 
influence may be citetl. In I'^ebruary, 
on the occasion of tlio taking of the cen- 
sus, Vitalis declared that the purpose of 
the enumeration was to prepare an ini- 
tial roll-call o[ those who would shortly 
be aummonetl to the judgment Bent of 
God, Her hearers uuiiiiestionftbly ac- 
cepted her statement, and when tbe 
enumerators came around to take tbe 
census their eiTorta to obtaip tbe le- 
quested infoimatidn were in vain. 

An instance oi the influence of Vitalia 
was the walling up of Kovaleff's wife 
and children. During the taking of the 
census iCovalefl" .irrived home one even- 
ing and found liia young wife strangely 
depressed. His inquiries as to what was 
troubling her elicited the information 
that she was afraid that the enumerators 
would enter the iia.'.uea of their two 
children in the accursed record, with the 
result that they would ultimately be 
forced to join the orthodoK church and 
thereby be irrevocably doomed to eter- 
nal perdition. The woman declared that 
she was therefore resolved to sacrifice 
the Ichildren with herself. KovalefT, 
who had hitherto been the least 
fanatical of tbe Begundi, waa hor- 
rified by his wife's avowal. Fail- 
ing to dissuade her, he went to 
seek the counsel and enlist the help of 
Vitalis. The jirophet hastened to the 
mother and instead of trying to prevent 
her Bclf-sacrifice, commended licr for 
her holy and laudable resolve. She 
finally convinced Kovaleff that by eelf- 
martyrdom lie and his family could 
alone liope for salvation. It waa in 
obedience to their behests that Kovaleff 
performed the dreadful tragedy, himeelf 
meanwhile grieving continuously that 
lie waa not allowed to die with his wife 
and children. 

The Czar has been profoundly impress- 
ed by the story and is receiving minute 
reports of the progress of the inquiry, 

The special corresjiondent of the Daily 
.Vows at Tireaspol describes in a second 
letter to-day the scene at the place oi 
entombment. He says the spaces were 
so cramped that the victims were obliged 
to pack theiDRelvee in like sardineSj 
heads and feet altcrnatols'. 

The interments all took place in the 
nighttime. The victims dooned their 
best clothes, then their funeral ehip'uds, 
and prostrated themselvea' resignedly 
and silently, alw.iys in the pr^BeBcia of 
some passive co-fanatic. "TheieyW not 
a single involuntary mbah oir' movement 
while Kovaleir, with his "spade, covered 
them. 

A report has just arrived at the Tire- 
aspol, says the correspondent, of suspec- 
ted similar self-immolations practiced 
for years past at the village of Pletzkee, 
about sixteen verBt8},diBt«nt;^ and. the 
police have been ordered, to makVcin in- 
vestigation. , ' ' "

Orr.\w.\, June 8.— The railway com- 
mittee this morning considered the bill 
of Incorporation of the Columbia & 
Western Railway Co., Mr. lleinze's en- 
terprise, to which, it is, understood the 
government have agreed to pay a largo 
subsidy for the construction of a line 
from Robson to Penticton. Mr. Bostock 
is the member in charge of the bill, and 
Barrister D'Arcy Scott, of Ottawa, ap- 
peared in its interest. Dr. Milne, of 
Victoria, and Mr. Norman McLean, of 
Vancouver, as promoters of the Vancou- 
ver, Victoria & Eastern Company, op- 
posed the granting of a charter to the 
Columbia & Western, holding that in 
the interest of the Coast cities their ro.id 
should have the preference, Mr. Oliver, 
M.P., asked for a declaration of the 
policy of the government. 

Hon. Mr. Elair said he was not pre- 
pared to announce this fully until it is 
.decided in the House of Commons. Ha 
could state, however, that the conclusion 
arrived at with the Canadian Pacific 
company did not embrace any greater 
length of railway than from Leth bridge 
to the Columbia river. Beyond that 
point it would remain with the govern- 
ment an op'en question, and if an appli- 
cation were made to the railway com- 
mittee by any company for power to 
build a railway from the Columbia riyer;; 
westward, he did not think tbe govenii- 
ment would : be' called' upon to refose' 
or to intervene actively further than to 
see that only one company was chartered. 

With regard to the particular applica- 
tions now before the committee the 
question had come before him depart- 
mentally, and having learned something 
as to the status of the companies he was 
not unwilling to state his views fairly 
and frankly — not from a government 
standpoint, however, because he did not 
think the government should take any 
stand one way or the other. He was 
only presenting his own views as a 
member of tbe committee, having tried 
to reach a fair judgment in' the matter. 
He understood that objection was raised 
to this legislation because there was an- 
other company interested in the con- 
struction of a line from the coast cities 
into this section of country. It waa 
claimed that the coast citiesx bad a deep 
interest in this project and that from a 
business point of view they were inter- 
ested in seeing that they got early con- 
nection with it for trade purposes ; and 
it was contended that if the Columbih. & 
Western charter were granted it would 
cut out an important portion of the un- 
dertaking in which the coast cities were 
interested. 

What was really the objection urged 
to this bill? It waa that it would be of 
more idterest to the Coast cities for the 
purposes of trade that the charter which 
they were promoting should be sanction- 
ed and the Columbia and Western appli- 
cation refused. He could not see that 
that was strong ground to take. The 
Columbia & \Vestern was incorporated 
in British Columbia before the Vancou- 
ver. Victoria and Eastern, and tbe Ool- 
umbia & Western has already construct- 
ed a portion of its line.' Moreover, there 
is satisfactory evidence of tbe financial 
ability of the Columbia & Western to 
construct this undertaking. On what 
ground of fairness could parliament, 
therefore, refuse to give this charter, 

Every member of the committee no 
doubt sympathized with the people of 
the Coast cities in their desire to secure 
the trade of the mining districts, but it 
did not follow that they would be de- 
prived of any legitimate proportion of 
that trade by reason o£ tbe line being 
built oiily to Puhtictbn. The route by 
Okanagan Lake to Sicamous means only 
about 160 miles further than a direct 
line to the Coast, and it would be a mat- 
ter of serious consideration to parlia- 
ment whether it should authorize an ex- 
penditure of eight or ten millions for 
the purpose of saving this 150 miles. 
Necessarily it would be some years be- 
fore there would be suffleient develop- 
ment in British Columbia to warrant 
such an expenditure. 

He felt all confidence that under the 
arrangement wliich the government had 
in contemplation with the C.P.K. for the 
building of tlie Crow's Nest line ttiey 
would be able to insure the people of the 
Pacific coast such. rates as would enable 
them to compete successfully for the 
trade of mining districts. The people of 
the coast cities ought to be satisfied with 
the arrangements which the government 
was making. The government ought not 
to be asked, either directly or by impli- 
cation, to commit itself to an undertak- 
ing which might involve an expenditure 
of eight or ten million dollars to save 100 
or 150 miles. Moreover, there was no 
conclusive evidence as to the feasibility 
of a line west of Penticton to the coast.

Ontario's Desire lor independence: the -Chief

Lodge. 

MiiiWAUKBEif June 8— The twenty- 
fifth stated meeting of the Supreme 
Lodge of the Ancient Order of United 
Workmen of the United States and Can- 
ada opened in Milwaukee to-day with 
all the Supreme officers and members of 
standing committees, as well as about 
U)0 delegates, present. The sessions, 
which are held in the hall of the L'ni- 
versity buildings, continue for a week or 
ten days.

FATIIEK LEJIAY DEAD. 

He Succumbed After an Operation for 
Tracheotoray Performed as a 
Last Resort. 

RossLAND, June S. — (Special) — Father 
Lemay, lioasland's Roman Catholic 
priest, died rather suddenly this after- 
noon at 'i o'clock. He was stricken 
several weeks ago with paralysis, but 
• had apparently recovered his strength. 
On Saturday bo \r.\U\ a visit to Trail, and 
caught a bad cold, which settled in 
liis throat. His medical attendants, 
seing that only heroic measures would 
save his life, performed the operation of 
tracheotomy, bin it was seen aa soon as 
the incision was iniule tliat there was no 
hope of saving liicn, as the inflammation 
had extentled clear down the windpipe. 
Heonl/ survived the operation about 
half an hour. 

Rev. Father Revers, of Wisconsin, a 
life-long friend of Father Lemay, was 
with him during his last hours, as were 
many of his pariehoners. Tlie last sac- 
' fameot of the church was administered 
by Father Revers. The end was peace- 
ful, Father Lemay being able to talk to 
those about him almost to the last. 

Father Lemay was 49 years of ai;e and 
a native of Montreal. He was educateii 
in St. .John's College and has spent the 
last fifteen or sixteen years of his life in 
the West. The church and school which 
he erected here arc the most fitting mon- 
uments to his life work. He will be 
buried here according to his ownwishes.

COTTON IS KING. 

For the First Time tlie Great Industry of 
the Soutli Secures Protection Against 
Foreign Raw Product. 

WAsnis-QTOM, June 8.— By the decisive 
vote of 42 to 18, the Senate to-day adopted 
an amendment to the tarill' bill, placing 
raw cotton, the great product of the 
Soutli, on the dutiable list at20 percent, 
ad valorem. It is the first time in the 
history of tariff legislation that a duty 
on cotton has been incorporated in a 
bill. The amendment was proposed 
by Mr. Bacon, Democrat from Georgia, 
on his individual responsibility, and 
without the approval of the finance com- 
mittee, which thus far has been re- 
quisite to the success of every amend- 
ment. The amendment led to a spirited 
debate, the Democratic senators aisclos" 
ing a wide difference of views, and at 
times exchanging sharp personal criti- 
cisms. On the final vote several Demo- 
crats voted with the Republicans for the 
Bacon amendment, while the negative 
vote was solidly Democratic with one 
exception. 

Mr. Bacon said the omission of this 
article from the dutiable list was a vio- 
lation of the principles of the Democra- 
tic platform, that tariff taxation should 
be so imposed as to discriminate against 
no section. The tariff as a whole fell 
like a dead weight upon the producer of 
cotton, raising tlie price of all articles 
essential toliia use, and yet on his arti- 
cle of production, raw cotton, he was 
" left in the lurch." Last year, statistics 
showed, 55,000,000 pounds of cotton were 
imported into the United States, valued 
at ^6,000, 000. The arrivals of foreign 
cotton were increasing constantly. 

The debate on cotton took up most of 
the day, and but little progress was 
made on the bill. Eai:ly in the day the 
sugar schedule was passed over and the 
agricultural schedule taken up. Less 
than two pages were disposed of during 
the day. The paragrapli on cattle went 
over, but the balance of the agriculture 
schedule up to and including paragraph 
238 was agreed to as reported.

THE SUSAB SCHEDULE. 

Hawaiian Treaty Not to Be Absolutely 
Voided— Slight Increase on 
Refined. 

WA.sHiNfi'i'oN, June S. — The llepnbli- 
can senatorial caucus to-day devoted al- 
most its entire timeto the consideration 
of the sugar schedule. No agreement 
was readied in regard to the Hawaiian 
treaty, and the comuiittoe is expected to 
report aomo amendments or a provision 
which will no leave the matter in any 
uncertain condition, or abrogate the ex- 
isting reciprocity provision of the treaty. 
An important feature of the causus 
was the determination reached to 
vote together as a party, which 
insares united action on all contested 
schedules and the passage of the bill as 
ap])rov('il by the majority. The main 
propositions on the sugar schedule were 
those fixing the rate on refined sugar. 
There were three of theao propositions. 
Tho one adopted fixins^ the rate of l .O.jl) 
cents per pumul in place of 1.875 ceiUn 
aa (ixed by tho ll(5use bill was suggested 
by ."-Senator Spooner, and accepted by an 
almost unanimous vote. 



To Visit Thessaly. 

CoNSTANTiNOPMC, Juno S.— Tlio Brit- 
ish, Russian and Italian ambassadors 
are sending representatives to Thessaly 
with instructions to report on the situ- 
ation there. The third meetings between 
the Turkish ininiater for foreign affairs, 
Towlik I'aslia, and the ambassadors of 
the powers, to arrange a perfect basis for 
peace between Turkey and Greece, took 
place to-day. 

Training Ships for Canada. 
LiiNixiN, Juno 8.— The ^ilar(iuis of 
Loriio in an article in the Graphic advo- 
cates t he establishment of training ships 
on Canadian coasts to drill the niariiiea 
and the militia recruited in Canada, and 
urges a spirit of com))romise in Eng- 
land's liseal dealings with the colonies, 
' as a means of iusuring our trade in 
time of war." 

" Hpoilinf; For a FiRlit." 

London, June 8. — The St. James' Ga- 
zette this afternoon, commenting upon 
the dispute between Japan anil Hawaii, 
which is described as a " corrupt little 
republic, run by a handful of American 
filibusters," says : "As Hawaii has no 
resisting power, tho i]uestiou arises, will 
the United States see its protege ttirough 
its trouble? The Japanese may land an 
armed party any moment. Then what 
will tho Pliiladolpliia do? Japan, since 
slie alaslied tlio Cliincae, is believed to 
be spoiling for a light w-ith a white pow- 
er, and may liiid America ready to oblige 
her sooner than alio expects."

Vakoouver, June 8.— (SpeciaL)— Hon. 

W. H. Montague, who has been visiting 
a number .of the mining camps of the 
province in compjiny with Dr. Carroll 
and J, Macguillan, returned to Vancou- 
ver yesterday. Ke will remain here for 
a cqnple of days to close up .some trans- 
actiobs'for a syndicate^wKich ne repre- 
sents, and to attend meetings of a con pie 
of companies in which ho is interested, 
and will tlion take in the other districts. 

To a CoLONi.sr representative Dr. 
Montague said he had visited during tho 
past three weeks tho mining districts of 
Harrison l^ake, Lillooet, Rosslaud and 
Trail, Sandon, and Slocan City. It was 
his intention to have, before returning 
to the city, visited Boundary, Okanagan 
and Cariboo Creek, but he bad been 
compelled to be present in the city for 
business reasons and would . do tbeso 
districts later on, as well as some parts of 
Vancouver island and probably the coast. 
Asked as to his interests in the country, 
tho Doctor said that like many Jiastern 
people he had acquired some intereBls 
through tiaving friends here, and through 
having visited the province frequently. 
These interests were chiefiy in the Lil- 
looet and silver Slocan districts. At 
present be was representing, a small 
syndic;! te, who wore desirous of invest- 
ing iu jiroperties here. 

As to tho Dominion Developing Co., 
of which Dr. Montague is vice-president, 
whicli, by the way, was one of tho first, 
il not the first, development company in 
British Columbia, and which owns one- 
quarter of the Golden Cache mines, he 
said there wab little to say. Their policy 
is a very conservative and safe one. 
They believe the Uolden Cache mine to 
be a property which, with careful man- 
agement, would prove of great value 
Asked as to the rumors of the sale of the 
Dominion Development'a interests in 
the Golden Cache mines. Dr. Montagur 
said there had been several offers made 
for their interests, but be was not at 
present in a position to ejieak further on 
that point. 

As to the Dominion Mines Co., of 
which the Doctor is a director, ho spoke 
aa follows: " O ur property is all in the 
Silver Slocan, and just now we are push 
ing development upon the Naomi and 
Alicash, which is just opposite The Reco 
and Noble Five, in the South Fork of 
Carpenter creek, at Sandon. We also 
own the Silver Wreath, near Slocan 
City, on which we have done our assess 
ment work for the present. That district 
is as yet largely untried, but may prove 
rich. One thing militates much against 
its development, and, indeed, the same 
remark applies to most of the new sec- 
tions— tlie people who own claims want 
the price of genuine mines almost imme- 
diately you begin to discuss thequestion 
of purchaainfi. 

'•I'artiea owning claims which tliey 
have cither located themselves or pur 
chased for a song, aliould give men with 
capital a fair interest for thoroughly 
testing the value of the claims, rather 
than demand, as they are doinir now, 
large euma of money to bo paid for what 
may not prove to he worth a dollar 
The unwise policy of holders in tfiis re- 
gard is doine much to hinder develop- 
ment in various parts of the province. The 
day is gone by — and it is very fortunate 
for the real mining interests of the prov- 
ince that it has — when men are willing 
to pay a large price for a piece of moun 
tain side which has no evidence of miner- 
al beyond being somewhere near a claim 
that has good showing, and some stakes 
to mark its boundaries. I had an 
experience the otlier day which 
shows, however, that all clainiholders 
have not yet learned this. In a certain 
district 1 had representations as to the 
great value of a claim a few miles from 
one of the mining towns, so with some 
other geutlenien, including an enginner 
and the inteniiing vendor of the claim, 
visited it. The engineer found no ledge 
— indeed nothing for a long time but a 
little lloat. Altera time, however, he 
did lind a valueleBS stringer of (iiuirtz. 
This the owner of the claim had not seen 
before, and immediately it was pointed 
out to him his price went up 100 per 
cent. It is needless to say that our 
mules were turned immediately towards 
thdir stables." 

Asked as to tho opinion East of the 
stock Belling, Dr. Montague said: "It 
was popular for a time, of course; the 
brokers made coneideraljle iiiouev. -They 
sold by iironiising dividends in flowing 
advertiaenients which occupied whole 
Iiagea of newspapers; ami buyera have 
got their stock. The stage of imiuiry 
has come now instead of tho stage of 
dividends, and holders are finding out 
what they have got hold of. There will 
bo some tall profanity, I fear, when 
these inquiries are satisfied. Of course, 
I refer to the trashy stocks -which have 
been thrown upon the market; for the 
benelit of promoters. 

" Tho people in the east will discrim- 
inate, and whore they have stock in a 
deserving uiiterprisu honestly managed, 
biitwiiifh reipiires more c;ipital, they 
will not hesitaie, ao far aa they are able, 
to take fiirtliiM- aliares. My advice to 
every man liohling atock of that kind 
would lie to stay with it. I am satisfied 
he will rea p ad vantage in the end. This 
whole province is full of wealth and 
minerals, and, in my o;)inioii, no- 
thing, save the wildest kind of mia- 
maniigement, can prevent its great 
success as a mining country."

THE RAILWAY POLICY. 

The announcement of the Miaister of 
Kailways, that the people of the Ooaat 
cities of British Columbia ought not to 
be encouraged in the belief that the gov 
ernment would spead ^58,000,000 or $10,- 
000,000 for a road to the Coast from 
Kootenay, should not take well-in- 
formed people at all by surprise. Thoae 
who watched carefully the utterances of 
the Minister when he was in the Prov- 
ince last autunin, will recall that at no 
time did he make any promise, ditect or 
indirect, to give his Bupport to the pro- 
poaed railway through the Hope moun- 
tains to the Coast. Oa the other 
hand he was very emphatic in declarint; 
that everythinp: should be done, that 
could be reasonably expected of parlia- 
ment, to secure the immediate construc- 
tion of a road from Lethbridge through 
the Crow's Kest Pass and as far west as 
Boundary Creek. Being fortunately in 
a position to take an unbiaaecd view of 
the situation, not being auxiouB for 
political reasons to attribute to the gov- 
ernment extravagant intentions, nor in- 
fluenced by personal interests to put any 
construction upon the Minister's esprea- 
sions that their plain language did not 
warrant, the Coi.osisr has not deceived 
itself or its readers by hopes of 
a Dominion subsidy for the line to tlie 
Coast. Recogni/.ing the case as it was, 
and not building upon aa imagiunry 
condition of things, the Colonist has 
used its best efiforta to secure the imme- 
diate construction of a line from Pentic- 
ton to Boundary Creek, believing that it 
would be an unfortunate thing for the 
Coast cities if the road coming west 
from Kootenay should stop at Boundary 
Greek there to be tapped by American 
lines. In so doing we have been roundly 
assailed by some of our Coast con tern' 
poraries, but we have been content to 
wait for time to jnatify our action. 
Especially has our position in this mat- 
ter been ceiiaurcd by the Vancouver 
World, and only yesterday we felt com- 
pelled to tell that newspaper that time 

. wonld show if our coarse was notcorrect. 
We have not had to wait long for the 
justification. 

The UoLONTST has felt throughout tliis 
railway digcuasiou that it had a patriotic 
duty to perform, wliich far transcended 
party obligations. It took occaaiou 
more than once to say that it cared 
little who held the offices at Ottawa or 
Yictoria provided the policy that pre- 
vailed was for the interesta of British 
Columbia. It has its personal and poli- 
tical preferences, but firet of all it places 
its duty to the constituency of which it 
is, to some extent at leaet, the spokes- 
man. Therefore it has abstained from 
hampering the Federal government, in 
dealing with British Columbia railway 
matters, by insieting on what there was 
no reason to suppose we could get. We 
do not wish to bo understood aa admit- 
ting that the Crow's Nest Pass subsidy 
ought all to be charged against this Pro- 

' Jyince on a (ximputation of . what its flrst 
claims to Dominion assistance are. This 
railway is by no means a work for the 
sole benefit or principally for the beneflt 
of British Columbia. Neither do wo ad- 
mit that the suggested subsidy to the 
Columbia & Western at all satisfies the 
just demands of the Province in this 
regarji. This does not, however, prevent 
us frqm conceding that if the Dominion 
gcivernment obtains from parliament 
such a money grant as will secure the 
construction of a niilway from Leth- 
bridge to Penticton within two years, 
it will have done all that could bo 
reasonably asked at the present session. 
If It win insist as a part of,,tbe fcermB of 



IN A "MINER" KEY. 

The Nelson Miner is a very pretty pa- 
per to look at and usually very pleasant 
to read, but when it* is stroked against 
the grain it is aa crabbed ac crabbed can 
be. "We like our good-looking friend 
very much, for beauty is always lovable 
in man, in woman or in a newspaper, 
and even though the gentle Miner al- 
leges that the Colonist is unblushingly 
promoting an unholy crusade, we can- 
not withhold our tribute of admiration 
for its excellent typographical appear- 
ance and really excellent news qualitiea. 
Perha])s it would be unreasonable to ex- 
pect truthfulness and ordinary common 
sense to go withauch admirable features, 
for perfection is not to be expected even 
of a Kootenay newspaper. And so the 
Colonist must struggle /thrpugh life as 
beat it can, misunderstood and misrep- 
resented by its charming contemporary. 

Nor is this all. The provincial gov- 
ernment must suffer witli us, for this 
gentle voice from the shores of the roll- 
ing Kootenay tells: the world that the 
government Is "busy oharter-mongering 
and borrowing money for wild-cat rail- 
ways," is " absolutely indifferent to the 
welfare of poor struggling miners," " is 
nuable to give the country a satisfactory 
fluancial policy," and so many more 
things like that, that the catalogue of its 
sins reads like a soliloquy - from some 
Bowery melodrama, in which the good 
young man recites the awful vices of the 
heavy villain. To give the Miner's latest 
contribution to hysterical literature its 
full force, virtue and eflfect, it ought to 
be read " in the gloaming, oh, 
my darling," to the accompaniment 
of shivering minor chords from the bae 
soon, the doable basa and the big drum. 
One can almost smell sulphurous 
odors as ho reads the terrible array of 
wickedness laid to the charge of the un 
happy government and the still more 
unhappy Colonist. The thought sug- 
gests itself that the fumes from the Hall 
smelter have mixed themselves with the 
Ink wherein the Miner man dips his 
pen, when he sets himself down to assail 
those whom it suite his present purposes 
to oppose politically.

We see no reason why a commlBBioner 
might not he appointed next year to 
make a report on the Bubjecfc. But in 
the meantime some good might leeult 
from a newspaper discussion, and it is 
surely not unreasonable to suppose that 
theiSentipel iaJn^apmition t^^^ 
some VHltiable suggest Tipon these 
points, If it will do so, the CoLONisr 
will be happy to give them what ad- 
ditional publicity its circulation will 
aCTord. We cannot promise to advocate 
any plan of irrigation until we know 
something about it, but it is surely fair 
enough to ask the chief champion of this 
class of public improvements.to take the 
lead in a practical discuaaion. If the re- 
ault of such a discussion is to show that 
a comprehensive plan of irrigation is 
feasible, there will probably be little 
diOicalty in securing legislative sanction 
for it.

IRRIGATION. 



The Portland Oregonian hopes that 
when steamship lines run into Hudson's 
Bay, the Stars and Stripes will float over 
them and Fort Churchill also.

Our 
contemporary wants to see agen(|ral ays 
tera of irrigation adopted for those inter 
ior districts, where it is needed. Wu 
think tliere is much m this claim, al- 
though it lias been stated that owing to 
the physical character of the country 
very great diflicultiea would be encoun- 
tered in laying out any general plau or 
irrisation. On this point we have no 
opinion to express, but would like very 
luucli to hear from the Sentinel on the 
subject. We suggest, however, that the 
way to advance any projected scheme of 
irrigation is not to begin by antagon- 
izing other and very influential interests. 
Oar contemporary compares the sugges- 
ted irrigation works with the Cariboo 
and CaE.siar railways, to the disadvan- 
tage of the latter. This is not the way 
to go to work to ensure success for an ir- 
rigation sobeme. A very great many 
people believe the railways mentioned to 
be enterprises of prime importance. 
This is very likely to be demonstrated 
within the present year. What possible 
good tan it do to decry them? Wo can 
understand liow a mere factious oppon- 
ent of the government might think it 
good policy to attack these projects, but 
nothow any one. can- do so, if be really 
wishes to promote any public project re- 
quiring legislative sanction. The way 
to get a man's support is not to tell him 
that he is either a knave or a fool. 

We believe our contemporary to bo 
quite sincere in ita desire to promote ir- 
rigation on a large scale, and suggest that 
it should, for the present, forget that it 
is in .opposition, and present the. case for 
irrigation in a practical way, as though 
it expected its suggestiona to ,bear 
some other fruit than discontent.' 
Has it worked out any scheme 
of irrigation? Has it in mind 
any special district where it thinks irrir 
gation ditches ought to be construcied

NEW ASYLUM .4.I)DITI0K. 

Contract ... the Wing Av.-arded to John 
CougMan, of this City. 

The contract for building the new ad- 
dition to tho provincial hospi',al for the 
insane, at Westminster, lias been 
secured by Mr. John Cough'an, of this 
city, and was pigned yeate-.day. There 
were eight tenderers for tbe work, the 
price at which Mr. Cou^hlan secured it 
heinc $19,500. 

This extension to the asylum will give 
additional room for sixty patients, and 
in hia plan Mr. W. Ridgway Wilaon, the 
architect, haa kept aa nearly aa poaaible 
to the general appearance of the present 
buildings. The addition will be of brick, 
with slate roof, and measures 135 feet by 
40 feet on the ground, with two amall 
wings, one for lavatories and water 
closets and the other for noisy patients. 

The work will be on the moat modei-n 
lines, with perfect ventilation and 
plumbing, and will conduce greatly to 
the comfort of the unfortunates who are 
patients at the asylum, as at present the 
building now in use ia overcrowded. In 
addition to dormitories there is to be a 
large well-lighted day room for the 
patients, and while the wing will for the 
present be detached from tho main build- 
ing the intention ia to connect it by a 
corridor later on. 

Besidea this new wing other improve- 
ments are in progress at the asvlum, 
among them being the placing of a larger 
water main and the institution of better 
drainage.

Disabled Her— AuotUer Em- 
press lu Port. 



The Third Australian Steamer a 
Floating Ptiliiee— Alrtska Excur- 
sioniata— Wild Swan Coming. 



The steamship Aornngi, which com- 
pleted her first and somewhat eventful 
voyage from Australia oti Monday, 
passed on yesterday to Vancouver, after 
dischargini; her local freight consign- 
ments arid landing a few o£ her paesen- 
gera from over the Southern seas. The 
steamer, wtiich' is a large and smart- 
looking craft built on the clipper stem 
style, wag constructed on the Clyde in 
18S4 as 11 mail boat for the New Zealand 
Shipping Co., from whom she was pur- 
chased by Mr. James Huddart for the 
Canadian-Australian line. Recently she 
has been entirely refitted by C. S. Swan 
& Hunter, Ltd., of Wallsencl, and ro- 
engiuecl by the WnUeend Slipway ami 
Engineeriiif; Co. The new L'iit,'int;s, of 
4,870 h. p., aro guaranteed to ])rodai;e a 
speed of not lees tlian sixteen Icnots, all 
tlie latest improvements having bf en in- 
troduced in their construction. Tlie in- 
terior of the vessel has also been fitted 
up in the moat luxurious'style, with the 
latest and richest designs in upholstery, 
accommodation being provided for lUU 
first clasB and 70 second class passengers 
The main saloon is large and lofty, tlie 
framing being of oak elegantly carved, 
while the social and music iialls and 
ladies' rooms are beautifully fur- 
nished, the general interior appearance 
of the ship being described as equal to 
that of the best liner afloat. The new- 
comer is barkontine rigged, and her spa- 
cious decks allbrd fine promenades. She 
stands well out of water and has a grace 
ful and imposing ajjpeuriince. Her di 
mensions aro, in brief: Gross tonnage, 
4,500; length between iierpendicnlare, 
380 feet; length over all, -107 feet; depth 
of hold, 31 feet ; and beam, -17 feet. On 
her present voyage she is in reality com- 
pleting a round-the-world excursion, 
which has embraced calls at Tenerifle, 
Cape Town, Albany, Adelaide, Mel- 
bourne, Sydney, Lanceton, Hohart, 
Brisbane, Audcland and Honolulu. Her 
commander is LieutenantOampbell Hep- 
worth, B.N.B., who waslast here in the 
charge of the R.M.S. Warrimoo.

celebration. 

'rilK " EMPRESS " IN POnT. 

The arrival from Asiatic ports yester- 
day morning of the C.P.li. steamship 
Empress of Japan Victoria has been tlie 
first port of call for three big Oriental 
liners this week. When the tender li. 
P. Rithet went to William Head to meet 
the big Pacific greyhound it was feared 
that the C.P.R. was in for another tiege 
of smallpox, hut such did not prove tlie 
case. The sliip brings a large number 
of distinguished personages, not the least 
important among them being Com- 
mander Gore-Brown of H.M.S. Narcis- 
sus of the China squadron now at Hong- 
kong, on his way home on leave. An- 
other prominent passenger is General 
Washburn. He is an ex-Senator lor 
Minnesota and is at present president of 
the Soo line. He is now returning with 
his wife and family from a Japanese 
tour, and on his arrival at Vancouver will 
board a private car there awaitini: his 
party. Lady BuUer is now on her 
way to tlie Diamond Jubilee cele- 
bration in London. Slio is the 
wife of Admiral Sir Edward BuUer, wiio 
is the commander of tlie British North 
China squadron. Among other note- 
worthy passengers are Miss E. R. Scid- 
more, of literary fame; Bishop Evmg- 
ton, a missionary in Southern Japan ; 
Major Edwards, a military man with 
honors won on the battlefield; and Sur- 
geon Col. II. Johnson, who is en route 
to England from Northern India. 

The Japan sailed from Yokohama on 
May 28, and fiad a delightful passage, 
pour days from port she sighted a 
schooner with black hull and a white 
rail, supposed to bo Capt. Baker's craft, 
which sailed some days ago for the Cop- 
per islands. The Empress brought 370 
Chinese, 'M of whom will be landed here 
after the customary baths at quarantine. 
She also brought a very large cargo, in- 
cluding 'JOO bales of silk. 

OAME IN AS A TOW. 

To see an Oriental liner broaght in by 
a tug is something very uncommon in 
shipping circles, but the steamship Fa- 
than, under special charter to the North- 
ern Pacific Steamship Company, so ar- 
rived yesterday morning. The pocket of 
her air-pump broke on the voyage, and 
though her machinery was notcomplete- 
ly disabled, it was in a condition that 
dependence could not be placed in it at 
a critical moment. CouHcquenlly when 
the ship arrived from Japan and Cliina 
on Monilay afternoon she did not go in- 
to the quarantine wharf, but uncliored 
some distance out until the Lorne came 
to her asaietance. For sixty lioiirg the 
big ship lay-to, pitching and rolling on 
the broad Pacific, while temporary re- 
pairs were made by Chief Isnginoer Wil- 
Bori and his staff, and then the vessel for 
three or four days crept slowly along. 
The first of this season's big crop of Ori- 
ental tea was aboard. In all she has a 
4,000 ton load, and of, this 500 tons were 
discharged here yesterday, 400 tons of 
the amount being for San Francisco. She 
brought twelve Chinese for Victoria and 
a fair number of cabin passengers, all of 
.iwhom'werit on to Tauomaon the steamer 
City of Kingston yesterday morning.

The Holder of a Victoria Cross— Mission- 
aries and Naval Officers Bound 
Home. 

A pas.songer of distinction aboard the 
iMiipreBs of Japan yesterday was Major 
lid wards, who is on liia way to England 
from tlie Orient. Tlie-Major served witii 
tlie Second Battalion, Hinhlalid 
Li(;ht Infantry, in the Egyptian 
war of 1882, and was preseoi at 
ttie battle of Tel-el-Kebir. For 
CO nepicuoua bravery then displayed he 
received the Victoria Cross; he wears 
also the mednl with clasp, and Khedive's 
star. On the loth of September, 1SS2, 
in leading a party of tlie Hiijhland Light 
Infantry to storm a redoubt he, with 
ijreat gallantry, rushed alone into the 
battery, Itilled the artillery oflicer in 
cliargo and was himself knocked down 
by a gunner with a rammer, and was 
only rescued by the timely arrival of 
three men of his regiment. 

General Wasliburn, another promi- 
nent traveller, has been in the Orient 
now for the past six months, and while 
touring with his family for pleasure has 
had an eye on railroading in Japan 
Beyond acknowledging being interested 
in the railway policy of Mikadoland, 
however, he would not speak except to 
say he had heard of no new under- 
takings.

Carnival preparations haVe nbvr ad- 
vanced to that degree of completeneas 
that euccesa in every way can be con- 
liilently predicted. Enthusiasm was 
shown by everyone attendinR the gen- 
eral committee meeting last evening, and 
enthuaiasm in such, a cause means very 
much indeed. Beaidea thia, the meeting 
waa a large and arepreaentatiye one, the 
variouB athletic interests hkving tlieir 
spokesmen present in full force, with the 
army and navy people and the financial 
workers, upon whom after all the brunt 
of the battle must fall. 

Kejjorta were received in turn from 
the Finance committee, the Eegatta, 
Band, Sporta and Gamea, Sunday ser* 
vice. Printing and Yachting committees, 
each of these embodying the programme' 
adopted at a meeting previously held 
and reported at the time in iha Colo- 
nist. As ita work must be done quickly 
to be effective, the Printing committee 
was granted .$100 for immediate ute, the 
otlier reports being referred to tlio 
fi'inance committee with instructions to 
meet the appropriations asked for so far 
as funds will permit— and act. To-day 
the final profiramine will be definitely 
arranged after the meeting of this ini- 
ptortant committee. 

Que decision reached by the ceneral 
committee was that the propoeed band 
competition ia too good a'thingto be lost 
eight of— and one too liable to attract 
numerous excursions to be lightly over- 
looked. ABumof|500 to be expended 
in prizes, etc., was therefore appropri- 
ated, and the contest will be made the 
great afternoon feature of Wednesday, 
taking place at Beacon Hill. 

Substantial prizes in races for yachts 
of all four clasaeB will bring the cost of 
the yachting up to ^760— including the 
expense of judges' steamer, etc. — while 
$150 will cover the cost of the Jubilee 
Thanksgiving service at Beacon Hill on 
the Sunday afternoon. 

There was no formal report from the 
bonfire committee, but the general sec- 
retary was able to inform the meeting 
that " the red girdle of jubilee fire " will 
be made complete witli beacons at the 
Hill, at Race Eocka, at I'Isquimalt and 
at Cedar Hill on the evening of the 21st. 
Another splendid effect will be produced 
by the illumination promised by the 
government of the new provincial build- 
ings, whose stately outlines will lend 
themselves most advantageously to such 
decoration. These illuminations will 
without doubt be the most effective fea- 
tures of the carnival, but the committee 
will also apportion $100 iu prizes for the. 
most tastefully illuminated premiees or 
carriages, thereby encouraging private 
enterprise and ingenuity to be exerted 
in the direction of giving the city- a gala 
appearance that cannot fail to impress 
all ita viaitors. 

As to the Navv's part in the celebra- 
tion. Captain Adair e.Ni)hvined that al- 
though the Admiralty had a fortnight 
or so ago set apart Tuesday, the 22nd, 
for the hring of the GO gun salute, the 
Admiral in charge ol the North Pacific 
squadron had coiuo to the conclusion 
that a change from the original date 
arranged for the review would be most 
injurious, and the cvohuiona of the land 
and sea forces would therefore take 
place at Macaulay Point during the 
afternoon of the Monday. ' 

Arrangements for the bringing over of 
the Vancouver and Westminster mili- 
tary contingents liavo been left in the 
handa of Major Williams and Corporal 
FI. G. lioss — with i)ower to add to their 
number — and the Second Battalion, in 
con8e(iuence, nuiy bo counted ni)on to 
play no small part in the celebration 
exercises, remaining in the Capital from 
.Sunday morniug until the following 
Tuesday. 

As in former years, the mayor and 
aldermanic board will form tbereception 
committee, and will do all in their power 
to make the city's guests feel altogether 
at home and pleased witli their stay in 
the city during the fete. 

Mr. H. D. Helmcken is of the opinion 
that a grand ball to Ibo lleet should be 
given on the Friday evening, as a fitting 
clinnix to the celebration festivities and, 
although nothing was done in this direc- 
tion last evening, something may 
be arranged for the carrying out of the 
popular suggestion on Friday vrhen the 
"eneral committee holds another meet- 
ing. 

MONKS IIOA.STED ALIVE. 

A Horrible Tale Credited to the Officers of 
Uie Hupeh. 

VA.NX'orvKii, Juno 8. — Further inter- 
views with officers of the steamer 
Ilupch, now in port, elicit the fact that 
the tweuty-five Roman Catholic monks 
were roasted by rebels in the Philippine 
islands, and not by Spanish 'troops as 
previoualy reported. The information 
was furnished by a prominent resident 
of Ho llo, in the group of islands, and 
corroborated by n foreign consul. 

The Philippine islands have long been 
ruled by Catholic priests, and there is 
much intense hatred felt against tbem. 
The officers of the Hupeh, in fact, state 
that the whole trouble arose from the 
action of the priests. In consequence of 
cruelty practiced by the Spanish troops 
on rebels, or those suspected of being in 
sympathy with the rebel cause, the re- 
bels in revenge perpetrated acta of 
cruelty on the hapless monks who came 
into their clutches. 

The customary mode of roasting a 
sucking pig in the islands is by|thruBt- 
ing a bamboo tbrongh the pig and then 
fastening it to an iron and roasting it 
over a slow fire. 'I ids. was, done to . the 
nionks, the baiiii»'it inihgtbraiittbrbuiih 
them while uiivi. " Previous" to her 
voyage to this port the Hupeh made a 
trip from Hongkong to llo Ho, and it 
was just previous to this voyage that 
the act reported occurred near >Tanilla.

The sensational stories that have been 
in circulation for two days in regard to 
the affairs of the 0. K. Gold' Mining 
Companj', says the Spokane Spokesman- 
Review, were increased by one yester- 
day in which it was hinted that there 
had been an over-issuance of stock. 
.•Vlthougli the oflicerB of the company 
have been averse to talking about the 
aflaira of the company they unhesitat- 
inply pronounced it a canard. E.^c-Man- 
ager .loaepli L. Warner, who resigned a 
few days ago, started for Chicago yester- 
day to raise funds. From what aeems a 
thoroughly reliable source it was learned 
that the company's debt amounts to 
about $30,000, and ia nearly all in one 
place. The debt has been running for 
some months, and the feeling over the 
matter has been intensified by tho fact 
that the mine was working, the stamps 
were falling regularly, the reports of 
rich ore were constant, and yet neither 
has the company declared a dividend 
nor has the debt been reduced. The 
debt is payable on demand, and ahould 
it be deeired, the company's property 
could be sold out to satisfy this claim. 
Naturally, until some decisive action ia 
taken one way or the other, no more 
money will be spent in the mine, though 
the mill will be started up Monday on 
custom work to earn as much as possi- 
ble. " The debt is not at all large for a 
mine of such promise as the O.K." said 
a well informed gentleman yesterday. 
" The company has had several chances 
to sell the property at a fair price, but 
the management has preferred to con- 
tinue on rather than unload and clear 
off all obligations. It, is possible ar- 
rangements will be made to carry the 
debt until a Bale is effected, if it ia found 
that BufUcient treasury stock can not be 
sold to clear it off. If not, then the pro- 
perty will be eacrlQced and will go into 
new hands." 

The Itoasland Miner says : It appears 
that J. L. Warner resigned the manage- 
ment of the property more than a week 
ago, and that II. W. Goodhue haa been 
elected manager in his place. Mr. 
tloodhne said yesterday: "I do not 
know exactly how to account for the 
heavy drop in O.K. stock, unless some- 
body is purposely trying to hear the 
stock with a view ot buying in a lot of it 
at a low figure. Wo shall go ahead in a 
cautious and conservative manner, and 
I believe that we shall soon have the 
property in good shape." The new 
management proposes to run the mill as 
a customs mill until the mine haa been 
put in shape to furnish the mill with 
ore, which, according to the best advice, 
it is not now in a position to do, proving 
that Mr. Warner's statements as to the 
amount of ore in sight were the grossest 
exaggerations. The mill will resume 
work aa a custom mill on Monday,. and 
Manager Goodhue says it can-be' run at 
a profit of $40 per day.

ORIENTAL NEWS. 

Spanish Authorities Give OfTence to Japan 
—Foreign Land Owners— Prevailence 
or Epidemics. 

Some trouble has arisen between Jap- 
anese settlers in Saipan, Ladrone Islands, 
and the Spanish ofBciala there. It ap 
pears that a Japanese company— the 
Nonaka South Pacific Trading Co. — haa 
been doing businees there for some years 
in copra and other priidii'^ta. Some ten 
Japanese live on the islandi and on New 
Year's Day they met in a'house with the 
intention (according to their own ac- 
count) of drinking the healths of the 
Emperor of Japan and the King of 
Spain. As they had no Spanish fiag 
they manufactured what waa meant to 
be one out of strips of paper, and, cross- 
ing it with their own national fiag, 
placed both over the door. A Spanish 
oflScer, noticing the apology for his own 
flag, went and ordered both to be hauled 
down. This the Japanese refused to do, 
and after some talk the officer went 
away, apparently quite satisfied. But a 
letter has juat arrived in Tokyo stating 
that Mr. Miyasaki, the representative of 
the company on the island, was taken 
Saipan to Guam in a Spanish vessel on 
April 1, and there imprisoned, without 
trial, for iUBulting the dignity of Spain 
in hoisting such a travesty on the Span- 
ish flag. The company has, therefore, 
laid the matter before the Japanese gov- 
ernment. 

Ilev. James S. Collins was drowned on 
the 20th of May while making his way 
from Yeugping to Kuching. 

A telegram received iu Tokyo from the 
Governor-tieneral of the Philippines 
under date May I3th, announced that 
Mender-Nuner, Maragondon and Fer- 
nate, the laat villages where the Cavite 
rebels were intrenched, had been cap- 
tured yesterday. 

.Smallpox is reported to be prevalent 
inTochige prefecture, where some ten or 
twelve fresh cases are reported daily. 
Smallpox and other epidemics are also 
reported very prevalent in Tokyo. 

Vernacular papers report that dis- 
patches have been received by the Col- 
onial, Department' from Formosa stating 
that 200 cases of black plague have 
broken out at Taihoku and Taiwan. 

The third instalment of the war in- 
demnity, including interest and the cost 
of maintaining the .Japanese force in oc- 
cupation of Wei-hai-wei, amounting al- 
together to .£2,8i)2,5 H, was received by 
the Japanese minister in London from 
tho Chinese minister on May 8. 

On May G a shower of yellow rain fell 
'at Mita, Ibaraki. The Advertiser says 
"it was odorless and tasteless, but a 
doctor analyzed it and stated that it 
probably contained resin." 

The Osaka Asahi says that at present 
foreigners at Kobe have about 15,000 
tsubo of land leased in their own names. 
Everv effort is being made to reduce the 
number, of perpetual leases either by 
buying them out or by' finding irregu- 
larities in them by which they can be 
annulled.
